(c) “Hazardous Fire Area” shall

(d) “Fireworks” shall mean any 
article or substance or combina¬ 
tion of substances prepared for 
the purpose of producing a visible 
or audible effect by combustion, 
explosion, deflagration or detona¬ 
tion. Fireworks shall Include, but 
shall not be limited to. firecrack¬ 
ers. sparklers, torpedos, skyrock¬ 
ets. roman candles, blank cart¬ 
ridges, caps and similar Items. 

(e) “Person” shall mean any In¬ 
dividual, firm, co - partnership, 
Joint venture, association, social 
club, fraternal organization, cor¬ 
poration, estate, trust, business 
trust, receiver, syndicate, political 
subdivision, or any otlier group or 
combination acting as a unit, and 
the plural as well as the singular 
number. 

(f) “Structure” shall mean that 
which Is constructed, an edifice 
or building of any kind. 

(g) “Specimen trees” and •’orna¬ 
mental shrubs” shall mean those 
trees and shrubs that are so lo¬ 
cated or so constituted by reason 
of type or growth as to be orna¬ 
mental or decorative In purpose 
and so as to not constitute a fire 
hazard. 

(h) "Tracer” shall mean any 
bullet or projectile Incorporating 
a feature which marks or traces 
the flight of said bullet or pro¬ 
jectile by flare, smoke, or any 
other means which results in fire 
or heat. 

1) “Tracer charge" shall mean 
any bullet or projectile Incorpor¬ 
ating a feature designed to create 
a visible or audible effect by any 
means which results In fire or 
heat, and shall Include any In¬ 
cendiary bullet or projectile. 

SECTTON 5114 Determination of 
"Hazardous Fire Areas.” 

<a) Upon written recommenda¬ 
tion of the Fire Chief, or other 
Interested party therefor, the City 
Council shall cause such recom¬ 
mendation to be set for public 
hearing not sooner than 12 nor 
more than 21 days thereafter, and 
shall forthwith cause a notice of 
such hearing to be published once 
In the Sierra Madre News. Such 
notice shall contain Information 
relating to the recommendation of 
the Fire Chief, the date, hour and 
place of healing, the areas In¬ 
volved. A copy of such notice shall 
also be mailed by the City Clerk 
to each residence actually occu¬ 
pied as a home within the pro¬ 
posed area, and to each known 
property owner thereof, but fall- 
ule of any person to receive such 
notice shall not Invalidate such 
hearing if the City Clerk acted In 
good faith with respect thereto. 

(b) If after conducting a public 
healing thereon, the City Council 
finds that all or part of the area 
involved In the hearing Is so situ¬ 
ated or Is so constituted as to 
present an unusual fire hazard 
with regard to the outbreak or 
suppression of fires therein, then 
the City Council may by Resolu¬ 
tion designate such areas as a 
Hazardous Fire Area, upon a fur¬ 
ther finding that the particular 
regulations set forth herein for 
control of such areas are neces¬ 
sary to lessen the fire hazards 
thereof. 

(c) If the Fire Chief declares an 
area to be an extreme emergency 
area, then he may forthwith de¬ 
clare such area to be a Hazardous 
Fire Area without waiting for the 
public bearing of the City Coun¬ 
cil. provided however, that no 
such declaration by the Fire Chief 
shall continue for more than thir¬ 
ty (30) days without confirmation 
by the City Council after such 
public hearing. 

(d) Particular areas may be re¬ 
moved from Hazardous Fire Areas 
by similar procedure. 

SECrnON 5115. Posting of Haz¬ 
ardous Fire Areas. 

After any area has been declared 
to be a Hazardous Fire Area, such 
area shall be posted as follows 
with substantial signs stating 
Hazardous Fire Area in letters not 
less than 2 inches In height: 

(a) Wherever the Hazardous Fire 
Area la delineated by public streets 
or public easements: one such 
sign upon such street or easement 
at or near Its point of entry Into 
the Hazardous Fire Area, and also 
one such sign not less often than 
every 1,000 feet along exterior 
boundaries thereof. 

(b) Where no street or public 
easement delineates such Hazard¬ 
ous Fire Area: one such sign not 
less often than every 600 feet 
along the exterior boundary of 
such Hazardous Fire Area. 

SECTION 5116. Regulations of 
Posted Hazardous Fire Areas. 

The following regulations shall 
be in effect In every Hazardous 
Fire Area, and it shall be unlaw¬ 
ful for any person to violate any 
of the same. 

SECTION 5117. Spark Arresters 
Required. 

(a) No persons shall use or op¬ 
erate In. upon, or within two 
hundred feet of any hazardous 
fire area, any tractor, construction 
equipment, engine, machinery, or 
any steam, oil or gasoline operated 
stationary or mobile equipment, 
from which a spark or fire may 
originate unless such equipment 
Is provided with a qualified device 
or spark arrester Installed In or 
attached to the exhaust pipe 
which will prevent the escape of 
fire or sparks. Compliance by said 
device or spark arrester with the 
United States Forest Service Inter¬ 
im Standards for Spark Arresters 
for Internal Combustion Engine 
Number 1, dated April 7, 1959, 
shall be piima facie evidence of 
qualification. For the purpose of 
this section any registered motor 
vehicle operated on a road or 
highway and which Is equipped 
with a muffler In good condition, 
as required by the Vehicle Code, 
shall be deemed to be in compli¬ 
ance with this section. 

(b) Each chimney used In con- 

i uncton with any fireplace, bar- 
tecue. incinerator, or any heating 
appliance In which solid or liquid 
fuel Is used, upon any building, 
structure, or premises located 
within two hundred feet of any 
hazardous fire area, shall be main¬ 
tained with a spark arrester con¬ 
structed with a heavy wire mesh 
or other noncombustible material 
with openings not to exceed one- 
half Ineh.

Rate Increase Is Asked 
By Southern Counties Gas 


Tile Southland’s ever-grow¬ 
ing demand for natural gas, 
which the Southern Counties 
Gas Co. reports it must pur- 
chase af increased prices, 
will, it contends, make nec¬ 
essary a raise of about 10 
per cent in rates to the util¬ 
ity’s 715,000 customers, ac¬ 
cording to an application 
filed with the California 
Public Utilities Commission. 

The rate change will mean 
an increase of around 80 
cents a month to the average 
residential customer, if 
granted by the PUC after 
the required showing of need 
by the company and possible 
other public hearings. The 
Southern, California Gas Co. 
also is asking a similar in¬ 
crease. 

“Initial price to Southern 
Counties of new supplies of 
gas which will begin flowing 
into the Southland around 
Aug. 1 will be more than 42 
cents a thousand cubic feet,” 
said A. E. Madden, San Ga¬ 
briel Valley Division man¬ 
ager for the utility. “When 
importation of gas from out- 
state started about 12 years 
ago, the price was about 15 
cents a thousand cubic feet.”
